According to Trufossor N ijider s »*on 
elusions, the speed toVliich the Atnert 
can trotter will constantly approximate 
but never reach, is one unle in ntnetv 
two second*. or I He also concludes 
that the time of the trotting Oorse will he 
reduced to within one second ot this tig 
ure in HttO yearsafterthe year into that i» 
to say in the year of our Lord -0 Hut 
it tmist i*e reuiemliered that oui great 
Missouri scientist was too astute to 
claim absolnte certainty for tits figures 
He even admits that the maximum 
speed may possibly be as great as )UU 
seconds In the course of ten years or 
in IMfii he says iti his article the limit 
can be definitely fi.\ed He also re 
marked tiiat he w:i* .jntte sure that 
eventually ttie maximum *i**fd ol trot 
ting and of running horses will differ 
only by a few seconds. 

In an article following the one quoted 
from above. Mr. Ntjiher stated ttiat ne 
had made a new calculation based on 
mathematical rather than on graphical 
method' The maximum time thus ob 
tamed was eight)* -one instead of ninety 
three second*. The probable error ol 
this deduction according to the pro 
fessor's opinion, is not over four sec- 
onds From tiie results thus obtained 
it is not likely that the running norse 
will l>e able to surpass the trotter at rhe 
end of the year ‘J’JtHi It ts a curious 
speculation to say the least, to even 
guess ttiat by an artificial gait the jrot 
ting horse will finally lie able to make 
better time than one of his specie* woj 
travels as nature intended ne should 
St Louis ttepnblic.
